Having  in  my  former  letters  ex¬

of  tliol'e  circumitances  which  preveiitthc 
culture  of  flax  from  being  fo  general  m 
Scotland  as  could  be  dcHred;  I  now 
proceed  to  inquire  into  the  - moft  prob¬ 
able  means  of  removing  thole  obftacles 
that  have^  flood  in  the  way  of  our  im¬ 
provement  in  this  rcfpedl.  ami  to  try  if  it 
be  polBble  to  point  outfuch  meafuresas. 
if  vigoroufly  purfued  by  thofc  who  wifh 
to  encourage  this  valuable  branch  of  our 
commerce,  might  in  all  probability  pro¬ 
duce,  in  a  fhort  time,  the  defired  tiFcifl. 

I  preCume  it  will  appear  evident  to 
every  ow  who  has  attentively  contidered 
this  fiibjed.  that  the  chief  obflacle  that 
pceveots  the  more  general  culture  of  this 
uMil  plant  ill  this  country,  is  the  want 
nf  R  n^y  market  for  unmanufadured 
and  the  ncceflaiy  trouble  and  lofs 
tliit  the  farmer  it  fubjeded  to  on  this  ac¬ 
count.  It  ought  therefore  to  be  the  prin¬ 
cipal  fludy  of  tbofe  that  wifh  to  encour¬ 
age  this,  in  the  firfl  place  to  bend  all  their 
efforts  towards  removing  this  capital  in¬ 
convenience.  Were  it  poflible  to  get  a  fet 
ofmeneftabltiHed  in  every  comer  of  the 
country,  whole  foie  employment  it  wai 
VoL.

to  buy  rough  flax  from  the  farmer,  ami 
manufadure  it  like  the  Lint^hoore  ui 
Flanders,  we  mightiudn  hope  to  Sa  tt^ 
^It^  of  this  pbat  hs  univerial  through 
this  iliand  as  could  be  whhed  for.  But 
many  arc  the  circiimftanccs  whi^'h  con¬ 
cur  to  prevent  the  general  eflablifhment 
of  fiich  an  order  of  men  in  our  iiluui. 
The  ftrft  refledion  that  occurs  upon  this 
fubged  i^,  that  if  we  would  wifh  to  have 
a  body  of  men  who  were  to  be  fublilted 
by  buying  and  man  ufadu ring  flax,  we 
muft  neceffarily  Tuppofe that  there  i*.  tiax 
in  the  country,  that  tbev  may  have  it  in 
their  power  to  purebafe  and  m^i  itu  ic- 
ture*  otherwife  they  muft  of  ncccflity 
ftarVe  for  want  of  employment.  This 
inftitutton  may  therefore,  it  may  be  .aid. 
be  natupolly  expeded  to  take  place 
whenever  the-cultnre  of  flax  is  fo  general 
as  to  give  encouragement  to  fuch  a  body 
of  men:.  It  will  naturally  follow  the 
other,  blit  cannot  precede  it ;  and  there¬ 
fore  our  moft  ftrenuous  efforts  at  preicnt 
ought  to  be  direded  towards  encourag¬ 
ing  furmers  to  rear  flax;  and  if  we  can 
once  effeduate  this,  the  other  will  fol¬ 
low  of  courie,  and  then  every  thing  will 
go  on  in  a  regular  rotine,  without  any 
let  or  intemiptlop  whatever.  This  me¬ 
thod  of  reafbning  is  extremely  fiatiiraf.

Pliny’s  death  was  ocCalioned  by  a  fa¬ 
tal  accident,  which  is  Ibt  forth  at  length 
in  a  letter  front  hia  nephew  to  Tacitus 
the  hiftorian.  ’He  was  at  Nltmus,.  where 
he  commanded  a  fqiiadron  Of  Roman 
Ihips.  Perceiving  a  large  and  uncom¬ 
mon  cloud  rife  from  Mount  Vefuviusi 
he  failed  towaixls  it,  to  obfcrve  (he  dif¬ 
ferent  forms  that  this  dreadful  pb«no* 
menon  would  fucceflively  undergo.  He 
ditftatcd  his  obfcrVations  with  the  fame 
tranquility  of  mind  as  if  nothing  had 
been  to  be  dreaded  from  it.  Ncverthc- 
lefs,  burning  Calcified' pulverized  (tones 
and  Hints  began  to  fall  upon  liis  (hips  in 
great  quantities.  Pliny  deliberated  t 
moment  whether  he  (hOuld  veer  about, 
agreeable  to  the  exhortations  of  the  pi¬ 
lot;’  hut  his  idCitiaBle  thirft  of  know¬ 
ledge  and  inftrudit  n  prevailed,  and  he 
rejected  his  piloPs  advice.  “  R)rtuhe,

The  next  debate  of  coniequcnce  was 
that  occafioned  by  a  motion  of  Mr  Sey¬ 
mour,  for  leave  to  bring  up  a  bill  to
